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he joined the army a Httle later, to arrest Firi^tah, but the 
latter was warned by a friend and managed to escape on a 
dromedary. He disclosed the plot to the king and, on being 
asked for his advice, made certain recommendations. Yielding 
to the persuasion of a disloyal favourite, the king decided to 
remain in the palace, contrary to Firishtah’s advice. Hearing of 
this, the troops who had remained loyal lost heart and left 
Ahmadnagar to join Mirza Khan. Firi^tah, who was apparently 
captain of the palace guard ^ or something of that kind, and five 
or six others were all w’ho remained in the palace with the king. 
Not long afterwards Mirza ^an and Miran Husain with thirty 
or forty ruffians entered the palace and Firi^tah would have 
been killed if Miran Husain had not recognised him and, respecting 
his claims as a school-fellow,^ spared his life.

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At the end of Rabi‘ al-Awwal 998/1590 Burhan Nisjam-^ah, 
desiring to obtain the throne of Ahmadnagar, then occupied by 
his son, Isina‘il, sent messengers to Firi^tah with an autograph 
varwdmh asking him to place before the King of Bijapur some 
letters appealing for support. Firi^tah took the messengers to 
Dilawar Khan, the Regent, who submitted the letters to the 
king and obtained his consent to a campaign.^ In a battle which 
ensued between Dilawar Khan and Jamal lOian, the dictator of 
Ahmadnagar, Firi^tah was wounded and after fleeing to 
Dirasang fell into the hands of Jamal Khan but escaped by a 
stratagem.2 jn Rajab of the same year he was among those who 
accompanied the king on the night journey against Dilawar 
Khan, which resulted in the latter’s fall and flight to Bidar.^ 

In Safar 1013/Jiily 1604 Firishtah accompanied the palanquin 
of Begam Sultan, Ibrahim ‘Adil-^ah’s daughter, from Bijapur 
to Paithan on the Godavari, where she was married to Akbar’s 
son Daniyal, and thence to Burhanpur, where Daniyal died a 
few months later.'* At the beginning of Jahangir’s reign 
(a.h. 1014/1605-1037/1628) Firishtah was sent to Lahore by 
Ibrahim ‘Adil-Shah for a purpose which is not specified.^ In

Faruql at Agrah in that year^ was not inserted in his history 
by a later hand. 

As Firi^tah tells us in two places,^ he was encouraged in the 
writing of his history by Ibrahim ‘Adil-Shah, who on an occasion 
when he was presented at court by Shah-nawaz Khan (Khwajah 
Sa'd al-Din ‘Inayat-Allah Shlrazi) gave him a copy of the Raudat 
al-safa’ (for which see p. 92 supra) and instructed him to write 
a history of India which should be an improvement upon the 
very concise and, especially in matters relating to the Deccan, 
inadequate history of Nizam al-Dln Ahmad Baldishr. He also 
received much encouragement from Shah-nawaz Khan.^ Firishtah 
wrote also an exposition of the Indian system of medicine, entitled 
Dastur al-atibbd' and often called Ikhtiydrdt i Qdsiml, which is 
extant in many manuscripts (e.g. Rieu Suppt. 160, Ethe 2318-24, 
cf. Fonahn Zur Qaellenkunde der persischen Medizin pp. 22-3).

In Rama(Jan 1132/1720 he rode through Delhi to see the 
damage caused by an earthquake {M. al-l. ii p. 883**®’ ).

More than once in the Mtmtakhab al-lubab he takes occasion 
to reflect on the evil consequences of oppression (zulm, mardum- 
dzdri) not only to the oppressor but to his descendants (the 
sins of the fathers being visited upon the children), and in one 
passage (ii pp. 676-7) he claims that he himself never stooped 
to such conduct. Even at a time when peculation was rife in the 
Deccan of Aurangzeb's days he took care that matters should 
not go so far as to cause accusations of oppression. In or soon 
after Aurangzeb’s 32nd year tliere did indeed occur a regrettable 
incident, of which he declines to give particulars, but thereafter 
he strove whole-heartedly— but with incomplete success— to 
avoid imputations of financial irregularitv.-

born at Delhi on 17 October, 1817. His maternal grandfather, 
Khwajah Farid al-Din Ahmad, ^ was Prime Minister to Akbar 11. 
Entering the East India Co.’s service, he was appointed SarisfUah- 
ddr (Record-keeper) of the Sadr Amin’s ^ Court at Delhi in 1837, 
Nd'ib Munshl “ or deputy reader ” in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Agrah in 1839, Munsif or Sub-Judge at Mainpurl 
in 1841, at Fathpur-Sikri in 1842 and at Delhi in 1846.® Subse- 
quently he was Sadr Amin at Rohtak (1850) and Bijnaur (1855), 
Principal Sadr Amm ^ at Muradahad (1858), Ghazipur (1862), 
and ‘Aligarh (1864), and Judge of the Small Cause Court at 
Benares (1867). He retired in 1876, settled at ‘Aligarh, died 
there on 27 March 1898 and is buried at the side of the mosque 
of the ‘Aligarh Muslim University. He was a Member of the 
Legislative Council of the North-West Provinces and from 1878 
to 1882 a Member of the Viceroy’s Council. In 1882 he was 

made a K.C.S.I. 

Sir Saiyid Ahmad’s fame, however, rests not on his official 
career but on the distinguished services which he rendered to 
education and the spread of enlightenment among the Muham- 
madans of India. Unlike his bitter opponents ^ among the 
orthodox, who regarded modern knowledge as useless and 
dangerous to faith, he believed education of the European 
type to be the only means of raising the status of India s Muham- 
madans and enabling them to play their part worthily in the his- 
tory of their country. In 1858 he opened a school at Muradabad 
for the study of modern history, in 1864 he founded the Transla- 
tion Society of ^azipiir (which afterwards became the Scientific

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Society of ‘Aligarh) for the translation of English books into 
Urdu in 1870 he started a monthly periodical entitled Tahihib 
alakhldq (English title: The Mohammedan social reforrmr) 
andlormed a ‘ ‘ Committee for the better diffusion and advance- 
ment of learning among the Mohammedans of India Fmally 
in 1875 came the opening of the Muhammadan Anglo-Oriental 
CoUege at ‘Aligarh (now the ‘Aligarh Muslim University), of 
which he was the chief promoter and which is the most widely 

known of the memorials which he left behind him. 

Sir Saiyid’s labours had lasting effects in several different 
directions. They profoundly influenced Indian Muslim educa- 
tion. They stimulated the growth of a modernist or liberalising 
school of religious thought among educated Indian Muham- 
madans They contributed to the promotion of friendly relations 
between Europeans and Indians.^ They changed the course of 
Urdu prose style. According to T. Grahame Bailey Sir S. Ahma 
‘ ‘ exercised more influence upon Urdu than perhaps any other 
single man in the nineteenth century ... He wrote good, flowing 
and simple Urdu, discarding the florid style of his predecessors 
in journalism. . . . Ultimately, so far as prose went, he won a 
complete victory, and no one now thinks of writing m the style 
of Surur when he has before him as a model the forceful and 

straightforward writing of Sir Sayyid . 

In the latter part of his life S. Ahmad was the leadmg 

personality among the Muhammadans of India. He vas un 

doubtedly the greatest man produced by Indian Islam in the 

nineteenth century.

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Balban’s younger son, who was Governor of Samanah and whom 
he accompanied on Balban’s expedition against Lak’hnauti in 
the 14th year of the reign (Wahid Mirza pp. 41-3), (3) Nusrat 
al-Din Sultan Muhammad, Balban’s elder son, the Governor of 
Multan, with whom he remained 1 for five years * until 683 / 
1284-5, when he was killed in battle against the Mongols (Eihusrau 
himself was taken prisoner but escaped ®). In 685/1286 or 686/ 
1287 Balban was succeeded by Mu‘izz al-Din Kai-Qubad, the 
son of Nasir al-Din Bu^ra Khan. Khusrau was invited to 
court, but, fearing the hostility of the powerful Malik Nizam 
al-Din, he declined and became a 'protege of Hatim Kb an, whom 
he accompanied to Oudh when Kai-Qubad went to meet 
his father Bu^ra Khan. Hatim Khan was then appointed 
Governor of Oudh and Khusrau remained with him there 
unwillingly for a time. On his return to Delhi he wrote the 
Qirdn al-sa'dain (completed in Ramadan 688/1289) at the 
king's request to commemorate his meeting with his father in 
Oudh. Khusrau’s Asp-ndrnah, a math/nawi included in the 
Ghurrat al-kamdl, was dedicated to Hatim I^an (cf. Barani 
p. 118®, Wahid Mirza p. 162). 

In the reign of Jalal al-Din Firoz^ah Khali i (a.h. 689/1290- 
695/1295) Khusrau was appointed Mushaf-ddr and was given 
an annual stipend of 1200 (ankahs (Barani pp. 197-8). Barani 
calls him Malik al~)uidamd i vmjlis i sidtdn (p. 2000, mentions 
him second in his list of nine uadlm-an i inajlis i sultan (p. 199^) 
and says that every day he produced new ghazals in the sultan's 
ntajlis and that he received many presents (in'dm) from the 
sultiln, who was enamoured (.^Iftah) of his ghazals (p. 199^'®). 
Four victories of this king are described in the Miftdh al-futuh, 
which was completed in Jiimada ii 690/1291.

He is said to have been mainly responsible for 
destroying Alibar’s faith in Islam. After distinguishing himself 
as a military commander in the Deccan he was returning to 
court, when on 4 Rabi i 1011/22 Aug. 1602 he was assassinated 
at the instigation of Prince Salim (afterwards the Emperor 
Jahangir) by a Bundelah chief, Bir-Sing’h Dev, who sent his 
head to Salim at Allahabad. His body was taken to Antrl near 
Gwalior and buried there. 

He is the author of the ‘lydr i ddni^, a modernised version of 
the Anwdr i Suhaili, and he wrote prefaces for the Persian 
translation of the Mahdbhdrata and the Tdnl^ i alfU 

Two collections of letters composed by him are extant. The 
best known, properly entitled Mukdtabdt i ‘Alldml (a chronogram 
= 1015/1606-7, the date of completion) but often called Inshd 
i Abu ’l-Fadl or Mukdtabdt i Abu ’l-Fadl, was begun soon after 
his death in 1011/1602 by his sister’s son ‘Abd al-Samad b. 
Afdal Muhammad and is divided into four daftars (viz. (1) letters 
written in Akbar’s name to kings and amirs, (2) letters written 
by Abu ’l-Fadl to kings and amirs, (3) exordia and conclusions 
of letters, select extracts and detached pieces in prose, (4) fifty- 
two letters of which the first is written in Alcbar’s name to 
‘Abd Allah Khan Uzbak and the rest in Abu ’l-Fadl’s name to 
various persons). The fourth daftar is very rare (for MSS. see 
Bankipur ix 869 and apparently Vollers 964), but manuscripts 
of the first three daftars are common and numerous editions 
have been published. The second collection is usually called 
Ruqadt i Abu l-Fadl. It consists of private letters and was 
compiled by his nephew Nur [al-Din] Muhammad.

The year 1195/1781 is several times mentioned as the current 
year in the Siyar al-muta’ a khkh irin. but there is one passage 
(ii p. 820“) where 1198/1783-4 is described as “last year”. 
If the Sharaf-ndtmh mentioned below is a work of his he was 
alive in 1221/1806-7, and, if the Bankipur MS. (No. 282) is really 
an autograph, he cannot have died before 1230/1815. In that 
case he must have lived to a very advanced age. 

Although ^ulam-Husain records the fact of his entry into 
the employ of several different persons, it is not his practice to 
state the precise designation of the office that he held. We have 
seen, however, that the position offered to him by Colonel 
Goddard was that of Mir Mun .^1 and it may be surmised that 
in at least some of the other cases he was employed as a Munshl. 
In one passage he mentions that “ to the present day ” Mr. 
Hastings praises his letters {wa-ild'l-dn Gawarnar ‘ImM al-Daulah 
Mistar Having Bahadur Jalddat-Jang muharrardt i fagir rd 
ml-sitdyad. S. al-m. ii p. 674i«-“, trans. (19^) ii p. 329, where 
tlie passage is inaccurately translated).

Abi Bakr al-Kufi. having been com- 
pelled by adverse circumstances to leave his native land, settled 
at Uchh. In his fifty-eighth year, a.h. 613/1216-7, or not long 
after, he conceived the idea of writing an account of the 
Muhammadan conquest of Sind and went to Alor and Bhakkar 
with a view to obtaining information on the subject. Maulana 
Qadi Isma II b. Ali Thaqafi, a descendant of one of the conquerors, 
showed him an Arabic book composed (or transcribed) by one 
of his ancestors.

“In Mughal times and later, a host of Muslim and Hindu 
historians writing in the official Persian language recorded 
the events that occurred in their own life-time, as well as the 
traditions which they heard from living witnesses. None of 
them, however, reached the standard of Kalhana. What little 
they tell of the Hmdu period they borrowed from him, and 
borrowed in a most perfunctory manner. The most important 
among these later historians are Haidar Malik of Tsodur, a 
contemporary of the emperor J ahangir ; Narayan Kaul, who 
compiled his history in a.d.

Diwan Kirpa-Ram belonged to a well-known family of 

Eminabad in the Gujranwala District of the Panjab, who 

“ have from the commencement of Maharaja Gulab Singh’s 

reign practically monopolized the office of Diwan or Prime 

Minister, and are therefore responsible for much of the good 

or evil repute attaching to the rule of the Dogras in 

Kashmir He succeeded his father, Jwala Sahay, as Diwan in 

1865 and held the office until his death in 1876. “ He was slightly 

less conservative than his father, and was zealous in encouraging 

education, establishing hospitals, openmg up thoroughfares, 

introducing silk and other industries, and improving the system 

of revenue collection. But his death at the early age of 44 

prevented his undertakings from being brought to a satisfactory 
finish.” 

In addition to the two works mentioned below he wrote a 
pamphlet (26 pp.) entitled Madinat al-taJufiq in defence of certain 
Hindu practices criticised by Muslims.

890. Lieut. -Colonel James Skinner, the son of Lieut. -Colonel 
Hercules Skinner and a Rajput lady, was bom in 1778. From 
1796 to 1803 he served in the Marat’ha army of the Maharajah 
Sindia of Gwalior, first under de Boigne and afterwards under 
P erron. Having resigned on the outbreak of the First Marat’ha 
War, he served with distinction under Lord Lake and raised 
the regiment of irregulars known as Skinner’s Horse. In 1827 
he was given the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and the title of C.B. 
He died at HansI on 4 Dec. 1841 and on 17 Jan. 1842 he was 
buried in the church built by himself at Delhi.
